Six Men Upset From a Canoe and 


Four Perished in the Icy Water. 


Kenora, Oct. 13.—Another 
trophe took place among the G. 
P. surveyors in New 


, Engineer Miles’ outfit, were drowned 


_ in the ‘Winnipeg river while moving 


‘camp nearer to this town. Twenty 
men were in four canoes and one 
turned over while out of sight of 
their companiors. In the boat were 
Frederick Crookes of Vankleek Hill, 
John Brown, of Fredericton, Wm. 
Porter of Ottawa, F. 
Peterboro, Herbert Gibson, and An- 
ton Larenson, a Norwegian. Crookes 
and Porter sank immediately, the 
water being so cold as to make swim- 
ming almost impossible. Larenson 
and Moffat essayed to reach shore, 
but the Norwegian, though a power- 
ful swimmer, was taken with cramps 
and sank. Moffatt then turned back 
and pulled Brown back on top of the 
overturned boat. Brown, however, 
with the cold and 
slipped off and was drowned. Gib- 
son and Moffatt after hours of aw- 
ful agony in the icy river eventually 
reached fand, hanging onto the up- 
turned boat. All the other boats but 
one, deing nearly inshore, thought 
they were [ndians in a dugout and 
passed them but the fourth boat 
went to their rescue and with some 
difficulty rescussitated Gibson. May- 
or Hodgins, and the divisional en- 
gineer, have gone to the scene with 
grappling frons ad a 6ig_ search 
party. This is the third wholesale 
drowning accident the G. T. P. has 
suffered this season, one being the 
loss of Major Sankey and party iv 
Manitou Lake.

OF THE TEACHERS’ CONVENTION 


Resolutions Adopted Calling For Fixed 
' Minimum Salary and Reduction 
j 
) in the Number of Teaching Days 


The first item on the program of 
the Edmonton District Teachers’ con- 
vention on Friday morning, was 4 
class in supplementary literature, 
taught by Miss Boyle of Edmonton. 
The selection chosen was a_ short 
poem, wnich the pupils were led to 
appreciate through the skilful ques- 
tioning of Miss Boyle. ‘The lesson 
was interesting, and showed the yalue 
of literature ix training the imaygina- 
tion. . 


Miss Battrick, of Edmonton, then 
taught a lesson illustrating her 


method of teaching primary reading. 
The pupils were taught a new sound 
and then fed to apply their knowl- 
edge in the formation of new words. 
The next step was to present new 
words which the pupils anrlyzed and 
named. This knowledge was then 


| used in the reading of sentences. 
Miss Sattrick displayed excellent 
ability tor teaching this primary 


work and her fesson was highly ap- 
preciated by the convention. 
Mr. Hutton ciosed the morning ses- 


sion with a paper entitled “A Pubd- 
lie Scnoot Courss in Brush work.” 
ius* paper deait with the maceriuss 
reyuiéu im this work, their sitgut 
expense, and the stages at Which 
they snouia be introduced. lis oat- 
lined the various steps OL Cite Work 


as taught in the Edmonion schoois, 
and exhibited specimens ol the work 
done. 

At the afternoon session the prin- 
cipat reature was an address by In- 
spector McCaig. He reviewed the 
work of the conveiition, and com- 
plimented the teachers on the high 
standard of the work done in his in- 
spectorate. me also commended the 
educational policy announced by Pre- 
mier HKutherford the previous even- 
ing. The main portion of the address 
was aevotead to a discussion of the 
novel. The different classes of 
novels were dealt with and the work 
done 6y Dickens, Tlackeray, ‘Eliot, 
ete. The novel was a comparatively 
recent development, and was a very 
popular Torm of literature at the 
present day because of its human in- 
terest, the topics dealt with, and the 
simple style. Mr. McCaig is optim- 
istic about the prevalence of novel- 
reading, and {s disposed to see hope- 
ful features in this tendency. 

Then followed the reading of the 
minutes Of the last convention. 

The report of the program commit- 
tee was bOrougat in by Mr. Thomp- 
son, and that of the resolution com- 
mittee by Mr. Rea 

The recommendations of the resolu- 
tion committee were as follows: 

1 That in the case of teachers fiv- 
ing at a distance from the place of 
convention, a reasonable time be al- 
lowed for traveliing to and from the 
convention without any deduction 
from the government grant. 

2 That the number of teaching 
days for the school vex be reduced 
from 210 to 200. 

3 That the medial slant system of 
writing be adopted. 

4 That the minimum salary in all 
schools be fixed at $600. per annum. 

5 That more attention be given to 
drill in the mechanical operations of 
abstract numfers in Standard II. 
than provided for by the course out- 
lined in the curriculum. 

6 That the grant to school libra- 
ries be increased. 

7 That next year there be a pub- 
lic evening session of the convention. 

The report of the delegates to the 
Territorial Teachers’ Association was 
presented by Messrs. Thompson and 
Russell. - 

It was decided that two delegates, 
the president and Mr. W. H. Thomp- 
son, be sent to a representa tiv 
Provincial convention to be held next 
July. 

Mr. Ramsay Tteported for the lib- 
rary committee recommending fhat 
the management of the “Association 
Library be feft in the “hands of the 
executive.
